Finance Department

The Finance Department completed the FY18 Audit last month. This year the Village was required to have an Other Post-
Employment Benefit (OPEB) Audit, which is an audit of the Retirement Health care benefits provided to the retirees of the Village.

The General Fund ended FY18 with a net loss after transfers to other funds. The key drivers that lead to the loss as well some of

the key drivers to offset the net loss are as follows; The Village budgeted the statutory minimum Annual Required Contribution
(ARC), both the Police and Fire Pension Funds are significantly underfunded. The Village contributed more than the minimum

ARC to continue to raise the funding ratio. Additionally, the Village exceeded the budget for legal fees defending itself against the
countless lawsuits. Additionally, the health care costs for the police department exceeded by the budget $237,627. These overages
in expenditures were offset by the favorability in the finance, grounds and the Clerk’s department as well as total revenues
exceeding budget $157,812.

The completion of the audits brings the Finance Department to budget season. The Finance Department met with Mayor
Thompson to get a clear understanding of the strategic goals and objectives to ensure that those goals and objectives were
reflected in the departmental budgets. The Finance Department met with each department individually, and at the end of the
process we met with the Mayor to collaboratively balance the Budget. Although, FY20 will be a tight year we feel we have a
budget that addresses the needs of the residents, aligns with the strategic goals and objectives of the Mayor and continues to
drive the Village down a path of financial sustainability.

Summer Safety Tips

As the weather is warming up, bonfire’s become part of
our summer fun.

Here are some important safety tips!

+ Making sure the container is 25 feet from any
structure

+ Clear away dry leaves and sticks, overhanging low
branches and shrubs.

« Avoid burning on windy, dry days. It is easier for
open burning to spread out of control when it is
windy and dry.

+  Watch children while the fire is burning. Never let
children or pets play or stand too close to the fire.

+ Never use gasoline or other flammable or combus-
tible liquids.

FACT

Campfire accidents send thousands of people to emer-
gency rooms with burn injuries every year.

+ Always have a hose, bucket of water, or shovel and
dirt or sand nearby to put out the fire. Make sure to
put it completely out before leaving the site.

« If your clothes catch fire, stop, drop, and roll. Stop,
drop to the ground and cover your face with your
hands. Roll over and over or back and forth until
the fire is out.

« Treat a burn right away. Cool the burn with cool
water for 3 to 5 minutes. Cover with a clean, dry
cloth. Call 911 to treat emergencies

Summer Home Maintenance

With the change of each season comes a new set of
maintenance tasks for your home. Now that summer’s
here, you'll want to prepare your home and yard for
the onslaught of summer heat. From air-conditioner
upkeep to lawn care, these are simple things to do
that will help keep your home happy and healthy.

Check Smoke Detectors - Check your home’s smoke
and carbon monoxide detectors to make sure they're
working properly.

Inspect air-conditioners - If you haven't already,
prep air conditioners and fans for their busiest season:

« Remove and clean the filters before firing up
the AC. If you have central air-conditioning,
consider a professional servicing. Clean all
ceiling fans and other fans with a damp rag.

Polish your porch - Thoroughly sweep painted porch
floors; then mop them with an all-purpose cleaner.

If there’s a lot of built-up dirt on the floorboards, you
may need to scrub them with a brush.

Analyze your deck - Look over your deck for signs of
rotting and hammer in any nails that are poking up.
Then, determine if your deck needs sealing. Sprinkle
water on the deck’s boards. If the water beads up,
you're in good shape; but if it soaks right in, it's time
to reseal it.

Wash your windows - If you didn’t tackle exterior
window washing in the spring, now’s the time to get
your glass clean.

Mulch - Add a layer of mulch to keep weeds down
and help the ground retain its moisture in the heat.
It'll give your plants a chance to grow.

Be a leak detective. Check your hoses and exterior
faucets for leaks -- even a tiny drip can add up to a big
waste of water. Pinhole leaks in hoses can be covered
up by winding regular electrical tape around the (dry)
hose in overlapping layers.

Primp your plants - Deadhead both perennials and
annuals to keep them productive. If you have visible
dead foliage from spring bulbs, pull it out to maintain
a tidy look, but if the daffodil or tulip leaves are still
green, leave them alone; they’re busy nourishing the
bulb to bloom again next year.

Plan your watering schedule - Train your garden to
endure dry days by watering deeply a couple times
a week, instead of watering lightly daily. This style of
watering will promote the growth of deep, strong
roots.

Stop dirt at the door - Keep summer’s mud and
muck outside with not one, but two doormats at your
main entry door. Place a coarse mat at the exterior
and a softer, cloth one on the interior to catch the
most dirt.

Contractor Registration | 9-2-8

Any contractor or subcontractor, whether an individual, sole pro-
prietor, partnership or corporation, performing work in the village
shall not commence work until the contractor or subcontractor has
first applied for and received an annual certificate of registration.

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2. Adog that, without justification, bites a person or other
domesticated animal and does not cause serious physical
injury.

3. Anyanimal owned, harbored, trained or used for fighting
against another animal or person.

15-5-3: CONTROL OF ANIMALS

1. To permit any animal to run uncontrolled or trespass on
private or public property.

2. To permit any animal to damage or destroy any property.

3. To permit any dog to chase, run after or jump at vehicles
using the public thoroughfares.

4.  To allow any places where any animal is or may be kept to
become unclean or unsanitary or become offensive to those
residing in the vicinity.

5. To harbor or keep any live horse, cattle, swine, sheep or goat
or to raise any chickens, rabbits, or fowl anywhere in the
Village.

6.  Forany person, other than a licensed kennel, pet shop or
shelter operator, to keep or harbor more than two (2) cats
over the age of six (6) months. The keeping of more than
two (2) cats over the age of six (6) months is declared to be
a public nuisance and is declared to be detrimental to the
public health, safety and welfare.

7.  Tokeep on the premises more than three (3) dogs or any
combination thereof over four (4) months of age, or until
the dog is weaned from its mother, whichever comes first, or
more than two (2) such dogs boarded for compensation or
kept for sale, with the exception of regularly established and
zoned veterinary hospitals, pet shops, pounds or shelters.

15-5-4: ANIMAL BITES

It shall be unlawful for any person, knowing that an individual has
been bitten by an animal, to refuse to notify, within twenty-four
(24) hours, the authorized person. When the authorized person re-
ceives information that any person has been bitten by an animal,
the authorized person shall have the owner confine the biting
animal under observation of a licensed veterinarian for a period
of ten (10) days beginning within twenty-four (24) hours of the
biting incident. The biting animal may be confined in the house of
its owner in a manner which will prohibit it from biting any person
or animal if a licensed veterinarian adjudges such confinement
satisfactory

15-5-5: DANGEROUS OR VICIOUS ANIMAL;
ADDITIONAL REQUIREMENTS

1. The owner of a dangerous or vicious animal shall have the
license number of the animal tattooed on the upper inner lip
of the animal by a licensed veterinarian.

2. The owner of a dangerous or vicious animal shall post a sign
no smaller than twenty-four inches (24”) square, bearing the
legend “Warning-Dangerous Animal”in print no smaller than
three inches (3") high, and the license number of the animal
in print no smaller than one inch (1”) high. The sign shall be
posted at the entry to the building in which the animal is kept,
in such a way as to be visible from the nearest public sidewalk.

15-5-7: DOG LICENSE REQUIREMENTS

1. License Required: All dogs three (3) months of age or older
harbored, kept or maintained in the Village shall be licensed
annually; provided, however, that dogs kept in pet shops,
pounds, shelters, hospitals or kennels need not be licensed
annually while kept at such pet shop, pound, shelter, hospi-
tal or kennel.

2. Application for License: Applications for dog licenses shall be on
forms provided by the Village and shall be submitted with the
annual fee to the Village.

3. License Fee: The annual fee to license each dog shall be
twenty-five dollars & NO/00 ($25.00) be as specified from
time to time as determined by the corporate authorities.

4.  Term of License: The license period shall be from January 1 of
each year to December 31 of the same year.

5.  License Tag: Upon payment of the annual fee as provided,
the Village shall provide each owner with a license tag and
a memorandum of registry on each animal. The license tag
shall be securely affixed to a substantial collar and shall be
worn by each dog at all times. Tags shall not be transferrable
to other animals and are nonrefundable.

15-5-12: VIOLATIONS; PENALTY

Any person violating any provision of this chapter shall be fined
no less than one hundred dollars & NO/00 ($100.00) and no more
than seven hundred fifty dollars and NO/00 ($750). A separate of-
fense shall be deemed committed on each day during or on which
the violation occurs or continues.

NUISANCE ABATEMENT AND PENALTIES | 4-4-1 AND 4-4-3
4-4-1: NUISANCE GREENERY, PENALTY:

Any weeds, grass, trees, bushes or other such plants or greenery
of like kind found growing on any lot, block, tract or parcel of land
situated along any street or avenue in the Village or in the space
between the curb line and the sidewalk line of any street, alley or
avenue in front of any such lot, block, tract or parcel of land in the
Village are hereby declared to be a nuisance and any owner, oc-
cupant or agent of any such lot, block, tract or parcel of land who
shall allow such nuisances to exist shall be subject to a penalty as
provided in Section 1-4-1 of this Code.

4-4-3: ABATEMENT BY VILLAGE

In all cases arising under this Chapter where the owner, occupant
or agent of any lot, tract or parcel of land shall neglect or refuse to
abate such nuisance, after reasonable notice, within the time and
in the manner specified, the Building Commissioner or Director

of Economic Development, by the Chief of Police or other police
officer of the Village, shall cause the abatement of such nuisance
and the owner, occupant or agent shall be charged with expenses
which may be incurred by the Village in the removal or abatement
thereof, which expenses shall be collected by the Village by suit or
otherwise in addition to a fine or penalty.

For purposes of this section:

“Abatement” or “removal” means the cutting of weeds or grass, the
trimming of trees or bushes, and the removal of nuisance bushes or
trees.

“Expenses” means the total cost of the abatement or removal activity.
